Carmel; referred. 

To Mr. SWOPE, a bill for the benefit of the 
heirs of Hubbard Smith, dec’d; referred. 

To Mr. RICE, a bill fem the benefit of J. P. Rich- 
ards, of Carter county; referred. 

To Mr. J. SPEFII) SMITH, a bill to incorporate 
a company to construct a turnpike road troin Clark’s 
run to Salt river; referred. 

Mr. McNWRV offere<l a resolution instructing the 
Judiciart- committee to enquire into the expediency 
of amending tke law to regulate the administration 
and settlement of estates, approved Feb. 20 th, 1829, 
which was adopted. 

Mr. HOBBS bad the unanimous consent of the 
Senate to present tlie petition of sundry citizens of 
Jefferson county, praying an amendment to the road 
laws of said county; appropriately referred. 

Mr. 1L\MBLETUN bad the unanimous consent of 
the Senate to present a petitiou, which was appro- 
priately referred. 

Special order of the Dag. 

Preamble and resolutions from the House, in rela- 
tion to the late Gen. John Caldwell, Lieut. Govern- 
or of Kentucky, were read and adopted. They are 
as follows : 

Whereas, It is represented to the present Gener- 
al Assemby, tiiat General John Caldwell, a merito- 
rious officer of the Revolution and an active and ef- 
ficient officer in the Indian Wars of the West; who 
departed this life on the I9th of November, 1804, 
while presiding over the Senate as Lieut. Governor 
of Kentucky, is buried at the base of the hill near 
the Penitentiary, and that the monument erected to 
Iiis memon,' by the Commonwealth of Kentucky in 
pursuance of an act of the General Assembly ap- 
proved January 19th, 1831, has been much broken 
and mutilated by wanton and mischievous persons, 
and bv tiie sliding down of the earth and stone from 
the hill upon his grave; and whereas, the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky has at all times honored and 
testified her gratitude to her illustrious dead who die 
in her service and preserved their graves from des- 
ecration. Therefore, 

Rrsolvti bif the Grneritl .KssemMy of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, That his Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, be and he is requested to have the remains of 
Gen. John Caldwell, removed and interred in the 
State's portion of the Frankfort Cemetery, together 
with the monument heretofore erected by the State, 
and to have the said mouiiment and the inscriptions 
thereon suitably repaired and restored. 

Rr.solved further, That tlie Governor be authoriz- 
ed to draw upon llte Agent and Keeper of the Pen- 
itentiary for any labor ormaterials necessary for the 
purposes above mentioned, and by his warrant such 
sums as may be necessary to carry the foregoing 
resolutions into effect.

I T contemplates a Military Organization for Literary ahd Sci- 
entific purposes; an education emineiiHy scientific and prac- 
tical; the furmatiuii of regular habits, aud the diffusion of a 
knowledge of .Military Science.
